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downward into the terminal combined portion. This canal is 
the vas deferens, and its muscular, unpaired terminal part is 
the ductus ejaculatorius. 

The middle portion, next below the testicle, on account of 
its histological structure, I consider a glandular tube, one of 
the accessory organs. Carl F. Gissler .
